“crystal ice,” has been invented by 
Dr. Calantarients. England. Consid-

Calantarients experimented with a 
varicty of salts, and after a time suc- 
ceeded in making a mixture consist- 
ing mainly of carbonate and sulphate 
of soda, which, when laid as a floor by

The eurface can at 
any time be made smooth again by 
steaming with an apparatus for the 
purpose, and the floor itself, when 
oc laid, will last for many years. 
The mixture of the salts used contains 


about 60 per cent of water of crystal- 


lization, so that after all the floor con- 
sists chiefly of solidified wator.
